Eighteen hundred acres of excellent 
jland and many valuable brick and 
frame buildings comprising the famous 
picric acid plant at Brunswick, Ga., 
again changed hands several days ago, 
when T. R. Sawtell and Howard Saw- 
tell, his son, prominent Atlanta capi- 
tulists, turned over a large cash sum 
of money, in return for the entire 
plant, to Gordon & Freedman, Inc., 
of New York city, the original pur- 
chasers from the government. 

Mr. Sawtell was in Brunswick at 
the time of the sale on his way to 
Miami, and his faith in Brunswick 
as “a commercial center of unlimited 
| possibilities,” as he declared Monday 
to The Constitution, prompted him to 
take over the property, embracing 
1,800 acres of land, the bighest above 
sea level in that sertion of the coun- 
try, and approximately 75 buildings, 
in good condition and ready for oe- 
cupancy. 

For Manufacturing Unit. 

Mr. Sawtell will convert the im- 
mense plant into a great manufactur- 
ing unit. A delegation of Brunswick 
men will probably go north in an ef- 
fort to interest some extensive manu- 
facturers of rubber goocs, automobiles 
or possibly cotton products, in estab- 
lishing a plant there, Mr. Sawtell 
said, although no cefinite plans have 
been made. 

The plant was originally establish- 
ed by the government for manufac- 
turing picric acid, a valnable sub- 
stance used in the making of ammu- 
nition. Its building was begun after 
the entrance of the United States to 
ithe world war, but at the signing of 
the armistice—the plant at that time 
being virtually in a stat: of comple- 
tion—work was discontinued.

Condition of Official. 

All of the witnesses claimed they 
had called upon the caynty official 
and found him no condition to 
transact business, while Cooksey de- 
clared the judge offered him a “dr nk 
of yellow colored liquor.”

Shortly after this letter Thomas 
eommissioner jn which he declared that 
it was, in his opinion, Senator Knabb 
was “running a human slaughter 
pen.”
